It is an important 
cultural event. Poetry, which had been for over twenty five 
centuries the most significant literary form is of negligible 
public interest today. The present century may be in error 
in rejecting so august a tradition, but the facts are clear. 
Fiction has obviously superseded poetry as the literary 
form of greatest prestige*.

Bloom’s famous free-association-interior-monologue at the 
end in ‘Ulysses’, tend to be clumsy, fatiguing and downright 
boring. And Joyce did not open new avenues for the novel, 
but created his own magnificent cul-de-Sac. He was not 
himself intensely concerned with modern literature* and 
thought and, apart from his astonishingly linguistic resear¬ 
ches, preferred to think about and enjoy music. He can 
be called a great nbvelist—anybody can be called anything *, 
and greatness cannot be denied him—but there might have 
been far less confusion if he had been hailed and praised, as 
he well deserves to be, in some other style’.
